A eontrol program, ac- 
cording to the Wildlife Spe- 
cialist who attended the 
meeting, should involve a 
rigid dog vaccination pro- 
gram and a fox trapping 
program. Those who ats 
tended this meeting endors- 
ed this program. 

The two veterinarians in 
the county are busy with 
dog Ve vecinating clinies. Cit- 
izens of Coffee County are 
urged to cooperate in this 
program which is necessary 
for public safety. 

The County Commission- 
ers and Probate Judge pur- 
chased 144 fox traps. These 
traps were’ distributed to in- 
terested farmers in Camp 
Ground, New Hope and Vic- 
toria communities last Sat- 
urday. The trapping pro- 
gram is under the direction 
of the writer and Mr. Andy 
Ray, Federal Wildlife Spe- 
cialist and professional trap- 
per.

S THE guns of America’s fighting forces sounded ever 
closer the doom of Nazi Germany and Inperial Japan, 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt died in Warm Springs, Georgia, 
where he had been resting for 10 days. 
Death resulted from a cerebral hemorrhage at 4:35 p. m. 


on April 12, Mr.

Roosevelt was 638. He had been President 
, one month and nine days. The White House was 


announced as the site of the funeral, with interment at the 
family estate at Hyde Park, N. Y. 


Less than four months had elapsed since he had taken his , 


historic oath of office for a fourth term. Only a few weeks 
before he had returned from the Yalta conference where in 
company with Marshal Stalin of Russia and Prime Minister 
Churchill of Great Britain he had labored to build an endur- 


ing peace. 


Fate denied Franklin Roosevelt the chance to enjoy the 


fruits of victory over the Axis. 


Yet history seemed destined 


to enshrine him as one of the immortal American Presidents. 
And every citizen who mourned the untimely passing of the 
Commander-in-Chief felt that he was a casualty of the war 


just as surely as every G. L., 


fallen in battle. 

Never before had an American 
President died in wartime. Abra- 
ham Lincoln fell under Assassin 
Booth’s bullet just five days after 
the surrender of General Lee's army 
at Appomattox in 1865. Woodrow 
Wilson lived to see victory over 
Germany in World War I, but he 
fought a losing battle for the 
League of Nations and’ died early 
in 1924, a defeated leader. Many 
historians believe Lincoln's great- 
ness might have been dimmed in 
the conflicts over reconstruction 
that followed the War Between the 
States, just as Wilson's prestige 
was lost in the conflict over the 
league that followed World War I. 
Thus Franklin Roosevelt, dying at 
the height of his career just as vic- 
tory was to be achieved over Ger- 
many, seemed likely to live in his- 
tory as a great man. 

As the American people from 
Main Street to Riverside Drive 
mourned the death of Franklin 
Roosevelt, their prayers went up 
for his successor, Harry S. Truman, 
For on the shoulders of this slight, 
gray, 60-year-old Missourian had 
been laid a responsibility such as 
no American Fresident had ever 
borne. 

What the consequences of the 
President’s death would be to 
the United States and the 
world, time alone would tell. 
But as Americans recovered 
from their first shock at the 
news, they quickly determined 
two things. The war must be 
prosecuted to as speedy and 
victorious a finish as possible. 
Lasting peace must be estab- 
lished, 

And so, regardless of party or of 
past political differences, the peo- 
ple have rallied behind Mr, Truman, 


The new President faces the im- 
mediate task of directing American 
participation in the United Nations’ 
blueprints for a permanent world 
organization. He likewise faces the 
responsibility of establishing work- 
ing relations with other members 
of the Big Three, so that the per- 
sonal cooperation which existed be- 
tween Franklin D. Roosevelt, Josef 
Stalin and Winston Churchill in 
leading the Allies toward victory 
may be maintained in helping win 
the peace. He faces the long-range 
job of guiding the nation to postwar 
economic prosperity once Nazi Ger- 
many and Japan are finally defeated.

HARRY S. TRUMAN 
38rd PRESIDENT OF U. 8. 


Known as a plain, modest 
man who has not dramatized 
‘ himself personally, President 
Truman nevertheless has dem- 
onstrated on many occasions 
that he can be a leader of force 
and determination, His work as 
chairman of the Truman com- 
mittee in the U. S. senate in- 
vestigating the conduct of the 
war is cited as an example of 
this, And his conduct of the 
Vice Presidency has shown that 
he can work successfully with 
political leaders of both parties 
in getting needed measures 
passed and in reconciling op- 
posing points of view. 


The 83rd President was born in 
Lamar, Mo., May 8, 1884, although 
the home of the family for four 
generations had been on a farm 
near Independence, Mo. 


Served in World War lI. 


When World War I broke out, 
Truman became captain of Bat- 
tery D in the field artillery of 
the 35th Division and saw ac- 
tion at St. Mihiel and in the 
Meuse-Argonne offensive. 


Back in Independence, Truman 
and a war buddy opened a haber- 
dashery business. He married his 
boyhood sweetheart, Bess Wallace, 
and they have one daughter, Mary 
Margaret. 

Truman later turned to politics 
for a career, which started with his 
election as County Judge of Jack- 
son county.

zation in the statchouse. He was 
re-elected in 1912, by which 
time he had become a leader of 
the anti-Tammany faction. 


Woodrow Wilson appointed Roose- 


velt assistant secretary of the 
navy. When World War I broke out 
Roosevelt proved himself an effi- 
cient administrator, handling bil- 


lions of dollars’ worth of contracts 
for ships and supplies. He served in 
this post throughout the war,

In 1920 the Democratic national 
convention chose him as running 
mate for James Cox. While cam- 
paigning for the vice presidency 
Roosevelt made many acquaint- 
ances valuable in later political 
life. Cox being defeated, F.D.R.

30th houses went Democratic. 

Before he could take office 
a wave of bank failures threat- 
ened the whole economic struc- 
ture. The famous “bank mora- 
torium’’ order, one of Roose- 
velt’s first official acts, closed 
all banks until they could be re- 
organized on a sounder basis, 
thus preventing disastrous runs. 
In the spring of 1932 came the 
repeal of the 18th, or prohibi- 
tion amendment. Then came 
the National Industrial Recov- 
ery Act, or ‘NRA,’ under 
which extensive emergency pow- 
ers were granted to the Presi- 
dent. A series of public works 
were authorized to combat un- 
employment, together with 
huge appropriations for direct 
relief, 

The numerous executive and leg: 
islative acts of this first term were 
approved in general as necessary 
in the face of widespread suffer 
ing. A phrase from one of the 
President's speeches, ‘‘a new deal,” 
developed into a title for the whole 
Roosevelt program, 

In 1936 the convention in Phil- 
adelphia nominated Roosevelt 
by acclamation on the first bal- 
lot. He carried 46 states in the 
elections. This second term ma- 
ority was so overwhelming that 
many New Dealers began to 
call it a ‘‘mandate from the 
people.” During this second 
term a great number of mea- 
sures were passed to increase 
the economic security of the in- 
dividual, particularly the work- 
ers, farmers and small busi-

THE FOUNDING OF THE NATION 


LESSON TEXT—-Exodus 18:19-24; 19: 
3-8 
GOLDEN TEXT—Righteousness eX 


alteth a nation; but sin is a reproach 
to any people.—Proverbs 14:34. 

God has a* purpose for the lives 
of men and of nations. Happy are 
those who seek His guidance so that 
their lives may be directed in right 
and useful channels. 

God's threefold purpose for Israel, 
which we noted in our lesson of last 
week, could only be worked out in 
a nation which was separated unto 
Him, following holiness in its life 
and service. 

Moses, one of the greatest and 
most able figures of all history, was 
God’s appointed leader. His success 
is explained by his willingness to fol- 
low God's leading. He sought: 

I, God’s Counsel (18:19). 

Jethro, the father-in-law of Moses, 
having observed how he was bur- 
dened constantly by the affairs of 
the people, came to offer him ad- 
rice. He started in the right place, 
by urging Moses to continue to seck 
God, yes, to spend even more time 
in the Lord’s presence, asking His 
wisdom and guidance, 

No man can lead a people in the 
right way if he does not have his 
own life in constant touch with the 
throne of God. Much of the failure 
of our day centers right there. We 
talk much to other men about our 
national and international problems. 
There are multiplied meetings and 
conferences. They do have value, 
but very little, unless there is a 
seeking of God's will. 

A day of national repentance and 
prayer would do more for us than 
many weeks of discussion and de- 
bate. We need to seek God's coun- 
sel. 

Note that the coming of Moses to 
God concerned the daily affairs of 
his people. That reminds us that not 
only the life of our nation, but that 
of our own homes—and our personal 
beings—all need God's counsel. 

To aid Moses in administering the 
affairs of the nation, Jethro recom- 
mended the appointment of men who 
were to serve as: 

II. God's Counselors (18:20-24). 

There has been not a little criti- 
cism of Moses for accepting this ad- 
vice. It is pointed out that when 
God puts heavy burdens on us, the 
way out is not to shift the load on 
someone else, but to seek God's spe- 
cial grace to bear it and to do it 
acceptably, 

There is value in such an interpre- 
tation; but when one considers the 
devout and careful approach of Jeth- 
ro to the matter (vv. 9-12) and his 
evident desire to glorify God in it all, 
there is ground for believing that he 
was giving Moses good advice.. 

The great unorganized host of pos- 
sibly two million people were going 
through a very difficult experience. 
The result was dissension and strife, 
often over trivial things, which need- 
ed to be settled. For all this to come 
to Moses seemed undesirable; there- 
fore other men were chosen to be 
counselors to the people, interpret- 
ing for them the law and the will of 
God. 

While each of us should carry 
every God-given responsibility with 
gladness, that does not mean that 
we are to assume that only we are 
able to do things. There is no more 
tragic figure than the pastor or 
church officer who tries to do every- 
thing. Why not put others to work? 
How can our young people and new 
converts ever find a place of service 
if older Christians hold on to every 
job in the church? Let us train 
them; then trust them with real re- 
sponsibility. Counsel, encourage, 
pray,, direct if need be, but do not 
try to do it all yourself! 

Now we come to the solemn and 
crucial moment when God was ready 
to establish His people and they 
were ready to accept: 

III, God’s Covenant (19:3-8). 

In the sacred and awe-inspiring 
meeting place before Mount Sinai, 
where the Lord was to give them 
His law (Exod. 20), they made a sol- 
emn covenant with God. 

In preparation for it He reminded 
them of what He had done for them 
in the past. God is the unchanging 
One. If He was tender and gracious 
toward them in the past, they could 
enter the future confident of His 
blessing. And so may we! 

Notg verses 5 and 6, for they give 
us God's great purpose for Israel. 
All they had to do was to obey His 
voice by keeping His covenant. This 
they, in solemn assembly, agreed to 
do (v. 8). How different their his- 
tory—and that of the world—would 
have been had they kept taeir prom- 
ise. 

We lament their failure, but what 
about us who are so highly favored 
that we have Christ in our midst? 
Are we obedient? 

Following the making of thé cove- 
nant (which God will one day fulfill 
in spite of their failure), we have 
the giving of the Ten Command- 
ments, and the establishment of Is- 
rael’s center of worship in the tab- 
ernacle, It was the dwelling place 
of God among His people. How 
precious!

TREATY: 
Russ Break With Japs 
When Foreign Commissar Vyache- 
slav Molotov curtly handed the Jap 
ambassador a note denouncing Rus- 
sia’s neutrality pact with Japan, the 
question of the Soviet government's 
future course with Nippon became a 
matter of high importance in United 
Nations’ chancelleries. 


Speculation about Marshal Stalin’s 
Intentions was heightened in view of 
the close imminence of the world 
security conference in San Fran-

cisco. Two facts, however, were 
clear for the record. The treaty or- 
dinarily would have run until April, 
1946, yet Russia decided to void it 
summarily. Marshal Stalin publicly 
described Japan as an “aggressor 
nation.” 

The Russian government, more- 
over, accused Tokyo of helping the 
Nazis. 

“Germany,’”’ the note recalled, 
“attacked the U.S.S.R. Japan—Ger- 
many’s ally—has helped the latter 
in her war against the U.S.S.R.” 


Observers were agreed that Rus- 
sia’s action meant a closer working 
cooperation between Russia and her 
allies, How soon that meant an open 
declaration of war by the Reds on 
Japan, time would tell. 


Even as the bad news came 
from Russia the Japs got an- 
other rude reminder that the 
payoff of aggression was ap- 
proaching when it was an- 
nounced from Washington that 
General of the Army Douglas 
MacArthur had been chosen to 
lead all American army forces 
in the Pacific and Fleet Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz had been se- 
lected to lead the naval forces 
in the final drive on the Japa- 
nese homeland. 


General of the Army Henry H. 
Arnold will command the 20th 
(Superforts) Air force and will 
be in charge of all other aerial 
action in the sector. The chiefs 
of staff will continue to direct 
the overall strategy and will 
give specific responsibility to 
MacArthur or Nimitz for partic- 
ular operations in the Pacific. 

This extension of operational 
territory for the two leaders who 
have been carrying the war to 
Japan’s doorstep indicated that 
the ‘island hopping’’ phase of 
the campaign was over and a 
new strategy involving a direct 
assault on the Jap homeland was 
imminent. 


JAP CABINET: 
More Woe Ahead 


A steadily heavier burden o1 
trouble. was to be the fate of the 
new Suzuki cabinet in Japan, That 
was unmistakably forecast in the 
fall of its predecessor—the Koiso 
cabinet. 


Two major events had contributed 
to the Japanese government crisis. 
One was the successful progress of 
the American military advance on 
Okinawa island, only 330 miles 
from the Jap mainland. The other 
was Soviet Russia’s action in de- 
nouncing the neutrality treaty with 
Japan that still had a year to run, 


Ushered in as a rallying force 
against the Allied march toward 
Tokyo, after the infamous Tojo gov- 
ernment had failed, the cabinet of 
Premier Gen, Kuniaki Koiso had en- 
countered disaster after disaster in 
its eight-and a half months of exist- 
ence. 

How long the new cabinet of 77- 
year-old Adm, Baron Kantaro Suzuki 
would last was open to speculation, 
But Japs as well as Americans 
knew one thing for certain, The final 
doom of Nippon was approaching.

HIGHLIGHTS. 


OKINAWA: 
Timetable’s Ahead 

As military observers had expect: 
ed, Japanese resistance on Okina- 
wa had stiffened after U. S. army 
troops had cut the island in two. 

With the strategic airfields of the 
capital city of Naha as the prize, the 
24th army corps and the 7th divi- 
sion fought fiercely against well-or- 
Zanized Jap units defending the 
southern areas of Okinawa, Marine 
8rd amphibious forces continued ex- 
tension of their northern lines. 

Observers were of the belief that 
bitter battles would have to be 
fought and won before the southern 
portions of the island could be won, 
In this area it was estimated that 
between 60,000 and 80,000 enemy 
troops were concentrated, Never- 
theless, Maj. Gen. Roy S. Geiger, 
marine commander, said the time- 
table was well ahead of schedule. 
WORLD TRADE: 

A War Preventive 

A significant prelude to the world 
security conference in San Fran- 
cisco was Secretary of State Stet- 
tinius’ address in Chicago outlining 
plans for wider world markets in 
which the industrial output of the 
United States would match other na- 
tions’ needs. 

Addressing the council on foreign 
relations, gray - thatched Stettinius 
declared the United States would 
exert its full power to call a world 
conference of leading trading coun- 
tries to stimulate international eco- 
nomic well-being. The secretary of 
state said: 

“Our objective in all our rela- 
tions with other natioys is to prevent 
aggression abroad from again dis-

turbing the peace of the United 
States and to develop those condi- 
tions of international life that will 
make it possible to maintain high 
levels of productive employment 
and farm income and steadily rising 
standards, of living for all the 


American people.” 


GUERRILLA WAR: 
Forecast in Europe 

The statement to President Roose- 
velt from General Eisenhower fore- 
casting extensive guerrilla warfare 
in Europe was being borne out as 
Allied armies ground their way 
through Germany and her van- 
quished satellites. 

Unable to form a strong unified 
line to combat the Allied smashes 
toward Berlin, the Nazis command 
depended on a series of ‘‘last man’”’ 
stands to delay extinction. Undeni- 
ably General Eisenhower’s Allied 
armies on the west were cutting 
Germany to pieces. Yet spots of 
resistance remained and each posed 
a cleanup problem to the Allies. 
The trap in the Ruhr was an exam- 
ple of this trend. 

Over battlefields once reddened by 
the blood of soldiers who fell in the 


drive east to meet the Russians and 
to bisect Germany. Far forward 
in the vanguard of the race to Ber- 
lin were armored units of General 
Patton's 3rd army. Pressing toward 
the strategic North sea ports of 
Bremen and Hamburg were the 
British forces of Montgomery. 

Meanwhile, Lt. Gen. James H. 
Doolittle was sowing destruction via 
warplanes on the airfields, rail yards 
and supply dumps in the Munich 
area of southern Germany where it 
was reported Hitler was planning 
his last stand. 

In the east, Russian forces had 
continued their pressure on Berlin 
and to the south they cleared Hun- 
gary of enemy forces, capturing 
Bratislava in Slovakia and pouring 
across the Danube to Vienna.

Postwar Freedom 


J, A, Krug, War Production board 
chairman, tempered a warning 
that “while Japan fights we will not 
enjoy anything like a free econo- 
my” with the promise that the gov- 
ernment.awvould not attempt to shape 
the country’s postwar business 
structure. 

The WPB chairman made these 
disclosures in a statement outlining 
the government's reconversion pro- 
gram. 

“Our plans do not contemplate 
any long-range programming of this 
country’s industrial structure,” he 
declared, ‘The wartime controls 
were developed with the advice and 
counsel of management and labor 
in the various industries affected, 
and this same advice and counsel is 
being sought in considering the 
timing of their relaxation and with- 
drawal.” 


ARGENTINA: 
‘Probation’ Ends 

Argentina's. probation period as 
the bad boy of the western hemi- 
sphere drew toward a close as the 
State department announced it was 
removing its special economic re- 
Strictions against the South Ameri- 
can nation. 

The new United States policy will 
put Argentina on an equal footing 
with the rest of Latin America 
when it asks to buy commodities in 
this country. 

The state department’s move was 
regarded as a reward for good con- 
duct, Argentina had followed its re- 
cent declaration of war against the 
Axis by signing the Act of Chapul- 
tepec pledging nonaggression in this 
hemisphere and had likewise begun 
an energetic purge of Nazi spies. 


DEBT LIMIT: 
Upped 40 Billion 


As Americans began assaying 
their family bankrolls in prepara- 
tion for the forthcoming Seventh 
War Loan drive, the White House 
announced that President Roosevelt 
had approved legislation increasing 
the public debt limit from $260,000,- 
000,000 to $3800,000,000,000. 

Fiscal experts believe this $300,- 
000,000,000 limit will be reached by 
about June 30, 1946. 

The present debt in terms of ‘tma- 
turity value’’—the basis on which 
the statutory limit is set—is about 
$243,000,000,000. This means the old 
limit of $260,000,000,000 would have 
been reached some time during the 
Seventh War Loan drive, if that 
drive produces anything like the 
$21,000,000,000 sales of the Sixth War 
loan. 


PACIFIC BASES: 
U.S. Must Hold 


Control of Pacific bases “paid for 
with American blood”’ and the main- 
tenance of a large postwar navy 
were urged by Fleet Admiral 
Ernest J. King, commander of the 
U. S. fleet. 

Failure to keep these bases now 
will mean that this country will 
have to fight for them another day, 
he declared in an address before the 
Academy of Political Science in New 
York City.

ABOUT HIS TRAVELS 


Dwight L. Moody, son of 


Rey. and Mrs. W. L. Moody, 
of Elba, who is storekeeper 
with the U. S. Navy, recent- 
ly wrote his father a very 


interesting letter about his 


travels. We are reproduc- 
ing most of the letter here: 
U. S. Navy, March 20. 

“We are permitted now 
to write of where we have 
been and what we have done 
and experienced, up to Jan- 
uary 10. I went from the 
Hawaiian Islands to the Ad- 
miralty Islands, just north 
of New Guinea, where I 
boarded the Portland. We 
shortly left there with a 
forve and hit Leyte Gulf, in 
the first invasion of the Phil- 
ippines. This was almost an 
all-out battle with the Japs 
on land and sea. 

“We were in the battle of 
Surigao Straits on the night 
of D-Day at Leyte Gulf. The 
brought up a sizable 
force and had some idea of 
bottling our 
Leyte Gulf. 
they were coming and met 
them at the entrance of the 
Gulf into the Pacific, at Sur- 
igao Straits. What happen- 
ed to the Japs that night 
should happen to a bunch of 
Japs. Our forces were hit 
some, but the Japs suffered 
terrific losses. What was 
left of their fleet there that 
night turned tail and ran. 
This ship was credited with 
two direct hits on Jap bat- 
tleships. The battle did not 
last so long, but was a rag- 
ing one while it lasted. The 
firing started about four 
c’clock in the morning. It 
was an awful suspense, slip- 
ping along through the wa- 
ter in the dead of the night, 
waiting to see who would 
fire first, 

“Later we joined the Car- 
rier Force that made the 
first air strikes at Manila 
last November. Later we 
joined the Invasion Force 
that hit Mindoro Island, in 
December. About the first 
of January we joined the 
force that hit Lingayen Gulf 
before and at the time of 
the invasion there. This was 
the first invasion of Luzon 
Island. The time in and 
around Lingayen Gulf was 
the most rugged I have seen 
so far. I am not permitted 
to write of the tactics used 
by the Japs there, but you 
can rest assured they were 
dirty. 

“Where I have been since 
January 10 I am_ not per- 
mitted to tell.’’
